Causes  of  Sickness  or  Invalidity. 

The  very  noteworthy  feature  of  the 
puhlic  health  for  the  year  has  heen  the  small  amount  of 
zymotic  diseases  - only  ninety-two  notifications  were 
recorded  in  the  year.  Even  measles  passed  us  hy. 

Influenza  Grouped  -jip  with  the  severe 
•woathor  experienced  at  the  end  of  i^ecemheri  It  was 
complicated  in  many  cases  hy  a remarkably  painful 
tonsillitis,  and  croup-like  ccug:h.  People  reacted  v/ell 
to  the  anxieties  of  the  '"'ar,  end  sickness  was  much 
helow  average  in  tlie  Autumn  month-s.  A certain  number-  ct 
people  left  the  district  in  September,  others  from 
London  cameinia- it,  and  a ccmsiders.hlQ,  number  of 
soldiers  were  imported.  This  migration  usually 
bringing  infectious  diseases,  had  no  ill  effect.

4.  Schools. 


The  nuinher  o£  school  children  examined 
v\;a.s  considerably  less  that  in  the  previous  year  namely 
676  against  797.  This  diminution  was  most  marked  in  the 
third  quarter  when  the  schools  were  closed  at  the  out- 
break of  war  and  the  attendance  was  much  less  than  usual. 
There  were  only  a few  children  evacuated  from  Cheshunt, 
and  one  is  loathe  to  say  that  the  children  who  were  absent 
were  largely  those  who  ordinarily  sta;Jr  away  on  small 
pretexts . 


The  schools  opened  for  voluntary  attendance 
on  October  4th  when  a niunber  of  underground  shelters 
had  been  prepared . 65fL-  of  the  pupils  attended  during 

October  and  the  percentagce  increased  to  77  and  76  in  the 
next  two  months. 

Ninety-one  defects  (including  those  of  teeth, 
vision  and  tonsils)  were  discovered  and  forty-seven 
were  later  reported  as  h:,ving  been  remedied. 

College  Road  School  was  taken  over  by  the' 
Military  Authorities  and  the  pupils  have  been  accommodated 
at  the  Nevi^  County  School,  V/indmill  Lane.

Des.pitG  all  thG  c.iixiGtios,  thG  ovGrwork  to 
incny  peoplG  and  the  overshcdou  of  tho  wcr  the  yorr  has 
■been,  particulrrly,  in  regard  to  infectious  diseases, 
a healthy  one.  The  absence  of  measles,  which  usuall3^ 
heads  and  swells  the  list,  has  kept  the  nuinher  of 
notifications  the  lowest  for  very  many  years  - even 
although  whooping  cough  v/as  included  from  the  month 
of  iJ’ehruary. 

There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
. of  pneumonia  for  which  the  cold  weather,  particularly 
in  the  winter,  was  accountable.  Influenza,  was  very 
prevalent  at  the  end  of  tho  year,  with  a complication 
• of  a very  sore  throat  and  laryngeal  spasm.  Pneumonia 
was  not  very  frequently  present  and  only  two  deaths 
are  attributed  to  influenza.
